Members of the Elba Lions 
Club got a little more in touch 
with the goings on at Troy State 
University Tuesday, June 24, 
during the club’s regular meet- 
ing. 

Roger Schultz, director of 
corporate sales for Troy State 
University; attended the meet- 
ing and served as the guest 
speaker for the evening, 

During his remarks, Schultz 
updated members’ on the 
changes taking place with the 
university's football program, 
and said he feels these improve- 
ments will have a positive eco- 
nomic impact for the area. 

He said great leadership and 
the vision of Dr, Jack Hawkins, 
chancellor, have allowed the 
university to proceed with these 
changes, and people across the 
nation are starting to recognize 
Troy State University. 

“We feel like we're your col- 
lege team,” Schultz said, 

Among the many changes 
taking place, he said the foot- 
ball stadium has been expanded 
from a 17,000 seat facility to a 
30,000 seat facility, Also, the 
university has recently complet- 
ed a deal where it sold the stadi- 
um name rights. 

With this deal, Schultz said 
Troy State becomes only one of 
four university's with a corpo- 
rate name attached to its foot- 
ball stadium...Movie Gallery 
Stadium. 


Another major deal Schultz — 


touched on included a new 
broadcast contract. He said only 
two schools within the nation 


contracts through their confer- 
ences. 

Notre Dame has a contract 
with NBC and Troy State now 
has a contract with ESPN, and 
Schultz said the network will 
broadcast two games within the 
next three years from Troy State 
University. 

“One game will definitely be 
the Missouri game in 2004,” he 
said. 

Schultz also showed the club 
members an example of the new 
field turf being utilized by Troy 
State. 

He said the players have 
played on this particular type of- 
turf at Nebraska and loved it. 

One major advantage discov- 
ered by schools already using 
this type turf has been a reduc- 
tion in serious knee injuries.

Citing shortages in funding for 
education, prisons, state troopers, 
Medicaid, and several other 
major areas, King stressed that 
the tax and accountability pack- 
age are critical to the survival and 


future growth of the state’s thriv- 


ing economy. 

He reminded his audience of 
Governor's Riley’s. executive 
order that would cause any 
employee of the executive branch 
to be automatically fired if they 
assisted in “pass through pork” 
projects. These are incidents 
where a legislator gets a cash 
appropriation into legislation for 
a particular government agency 
with a verbal understanding that 
when the money arrives, it 1s to 
be used and/or transferred to one 
of the lawmaker’s pet project 

There were twenty bills in the 
package of legislation recently 
passed by Alabama lawmakers in 
a recent special legislative ses- 
sion, King said. Ten of these are 
tax bills and ten are accountabili- 
ty bills, He added that Governor 
Riley has said repeatedly that he 
wouldn't recommend the tax 
increases unless he could promise 
taxpayers more accountability. 
King noted this additional 
accountability is directly tied in 
with the proposed tax increases 
and-ene will not. become, law 


unless the enfire package “is” 


approved by the voters in 
September of this year.

An Elba native, King expressed comfort as he addressed a group 
of people he had personally know most of his life. 
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Take safety precautions with hot water heaters 


According to Elba Fire Chief 
Larry Goodson, hot water 
heaters are usually kept in a 
storage area where other vary- 
ing items are also stored out of 
the way. 

He said it is particularly 
important to be sure and keep 
flammable items away from hot 
water heaters because 
the appliance generates a 
certain amount of heat, 
and with a burning pilot 
light, gas hot water 
heaters are even more 
dangerous than electric 
ones, 

Goodson said a good 
practice for avoiding a 
hot water heater fire 
would be to have the 
appliance serviced occa- 
sionally. If it is serviced 
regularly, he said the 
burners and pilot lights 
will be kept clean which 
reduces the chances of a 
problem. 

Danny Bryan, an 
employee with Propane 
Gas and Appliance 
Company, Inc. agreed it 
is a good idea to keep an 
eye on hot water heaters 
and be sure foreign 
objects are not placed 
too closely, especially

aware of a suggested amount of 
time for servicing a hot water 
heater, but if one has not been 
serviced in a long while, he said 
it would not be a bad idea to 
have it serviced. 

Although a service call will 
cost the owner a certain fee, he 
said the service person can 
make sure the heater is venting 


properly which might prevent a 


fire in the future. 

Fortunately, Goodson said the 
Elba area has not had a signifi- 
cant amount of hot water heater 
fires, but he said it is a good idea 
to have a plan prepared just in 
case. 

Of course he said the first 
thing to do is to call the fire 
department. He also said with 
gas burning appliances it is 
good to know where the gas cut- 
off valve is located. Therefore, 
if.a fire occurs, someone can, if 
it is in a convenient location 
away from the flames, turn off 
the valve and keep the fire from 
getting worse, 

Regardless, however, he said 
it is imperative to call the fire 
department. 

“Minutes are — critical,” 
Goodson said. “We would rathet 
come and not be needed than 
have someone wait 10 minutes 
to make a decision and it be too 
late with someone's life in dan 
ger,” 

Both Goodson and Bryan said 
the best steps to take in prevent 
ing a hot water heater fire are to 
keep a check on it periodically, 
keep the burners and pilot lights 
clean, make sure flammable 
materials are stored away from 
the heater and make sure the all 
covers are closed to keep pilot 
lights from being exposed.

Mosquitos are more than pests for Alabama residents 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health urges residents to 
avoid mosquito bites: and to 
eliminate mosquito breeding 
sites, “Avoiding mosquitoes this 
year 48) especially:important,”’ 
said Dr. Donald Williamson, 
state health officer, “because at 
least two different viruses are 
being spread by mosquitoes.” 

West Nile ‘virus, WNY, has 
been identified to date in 12 
birds in 8. counties: Baldwin, 
Clay, DeKalb, Macon, Marshall, 
Shelby, Talladega and Winston. 
Six of these WNV-infected birds 
were identified last week. 
Recently, Eastern Equine 
Encephalomyelitis, EEE, was 
confirmed in horses in Baldwin 
and Mobile counties, and in 
emus in Butler County. Jn addi- 
tion, Georgia and Florida have 
confirmed EEE in at least 110 
horses and 97 birds, and WNV 
in 2 horses and 60 birds. 

According to Dr. John Mosely 
Hayes, a health department epi- 
demiologist, “An easy way to 
remember what you can do to 
protect yourself and your loved 
ones from mosquito-borne dis- 
eases is to remember the 5 D's 
of Prevention; Dusk, Dawn, 
Dress, DEET and Drain. Avoid 
being outside during dawn and 
dusk when mosquitoes are most 
active. Dress to cover your skin 
with protective clothing. Protect 
bare skin with mosquito repel- 


lent that contains DEET. And 
drain empty containers holding 
stagnant water in which mosqui- 
toes breed. 

West Nile vinis was diag- 
nosed in 49 humans last year in 
Alabama. At least four died. 
WNV is likely to be a threat 
every year. EEE occurs almost 
every year in animals in 
Alabama, 
horse and emu populations hap- 
pen every four to five years. The 
last human death from EEE in 
the state was in 1996. So far this 
year no human cases of mosqui- 
to-borne viral disease have been 
confirmed in Alabama. 

Avoiding mosquito bites and 
eliminating mosquito breeding 
sites will help protect individu- 
als and the community from 
WNY, EEE and the other mos- 
quito-borne viruses that occur in 
Alabama. These viruses are 
maintained by transmission 
between birds and mosquitoes. 


However, sometimes the vimses. 


spread to humans and other ani- 
mals by mosquitoes that feed on 
infected birds and then bite 
humans and other animals, 
People contribute to the contin- 
uing cycle of these viruses. by 
maintaining environments 
(especially standing water) in 
which mosquitoes can lay eggs. 

These mosquito-borne viruses 
are not spread person-to-person, 
animal-to-human, or animal-to- 


and epidemics in. 


animal: A person or animal is 
usually infected through the bite 
of. an infected mosquito. The 
key to protection is avoiding 
mosquito bites. — 

Very few mosquitoes are 
infectious. Most people who are 
infected do not get sick. In some 
individuals, these viruses can 
cause a serious illness called 
encephalitis, which is an inflam- 
mation of the brain. “People 
with encephalitis are sick 
enough that they will seek med- 
ical care and be hospitalized,” 
said Dr. Williamson, 

Symptoms of encephalitis 
may ‘include high fever, severe 
headache, nausea, suff neck, 
confusion, muscle weakness, 
paralysis, disorientation, con- 
vulsions, coma and rarely, 
death. The seriousness of an ill- 
ness may depend on a person’s 
health and age. WNV affects the 
elderly most severely and EEE 
affects the young and elderly 
most severely. 

Mosquito control programs 
are locally operated. The health 
department is helping protect 
Alabamians from mosquito- 
borne disease by tracking the 
spread of these viruses and edu- 
cating individuals and commu- 
nities On ways to protect them- 
selves from mosquitoes. By 
working with a wide variety of 
partners (health care providers, 
veterinarians, the Alabama

Controlling 
condensation in 
a tent 


Condensation if tents has plagued tent manufacturers and 
campers since man first sewed animal skins together to make a shel 
ter. Condensation results from moist, warm aif encountering a cool 
er surface and is then cooled below the dew point 

The normal breathing of someone in a tent 1s the primary source 
of moist, warm air, Since one adult can produce a pint of moisture 
per night from breathing alone, it is easy to see how much conden 
sation four or five campers While cooking. in a tent 
adds more water vapor to the air, it creates even more of a problem 
if the tént 1s not well ventilated Dangerous levels of carbon 
monoxide can build up rapidly. Even without the danger of carbon 
monoxide poisoning, cooking inside a tent presents 
hazard. Cook outside if at all possible 

Controlling tent condensation begins with purchasing a tent 
designed to reduce condensauion from falling on the occupants 
Most tents today come in two parts, the main tent or canopy and a 
waterproof fly or top cover. The theory behind this two-piece con 
struction is that warm moist air will rise and pass through the 
uncoated canopy and condense on the fly. If the temperature 1s 
above freezing the water from condensation will run down the 
inside of the fly and fall on the ground 

When the temperature is below freezing the moisture .will turn 
into frost. With a litue wind the frost is supposed to shed from the 
fly and fall on the ground. While these principles work to some 
degree. other factors are involved, The size of tent and the number 
of occupants is critical. A large canvas tent with few occupants will 
give much less trouble than a small done tent with to many occu 
pants, 

Potential purchasers of a two-piece tent should make sure the fly 
and canopy have some separation between them. If the fly (water 
proof top) touches the nonwaterproof canopy (tent body) when 
someone leans against it or the wind blows, condensation will pen 
etrate the canopy and drip on the tent floor. 

If the weather permits, leave the tent fly off. Most done shaped 
tents have screened windows and top area that will allow for enough 
air circulation to prevent condensation. Tents with a fly that extends 
over the door or window like an awning are best as they permit the 
windows to remain open even during a light rain. 

I remember a camping trip several years ago when I took five 
boys camping. We had a poor quality 10X10 done tent with a sep- 
arate fly. The forecast was for rain so we left the fly on. About mid- 
night, | thought the tent was leaking. But it wasn't leaking-we were 
generating our own rain from the inside throught condensation. 

Don't do as I did. Spend a little more for a good tent.and don’t 
over-crowd it. That way you won't have-to sleep in a tent that 
“rains” from the inside.
